WASHINGTON, March 8.—Redis- 
tribution of the functions and sim- 
plification of the procedure of, the 
entire Federal machinery of justice 
are two of the ends he has in view, 
President.Hoover stated today in ex- 
plaining the purpose and scope . of 
the study. of law enforcement that 
is to be made by the commission he 
will appoint. 

‘ Introducing a RS AES from the 
eustom of his predecessor, President 
Hoover read a prepated statement 
in reply to a series of questions sub- 
mitted by newspaper rst a oh a 
at the White House. 

Replying to other questions, © he 
made it clear that there would: be 
no wholesale changes in those _posi- 
tions to which he has the” ‘ap tive 
power, and that most .of. the’ 
bents who wish to retain their, posts 
ean do so. x 

Concerning the Dry y. 

The President’s statement on ‘the 
objects of the law enforcement sur- 
vey follows: 

“The purpose and scope of the law 
enforcement commission, as stated 
in my inaugural address, is to criti- 
cally consider the entire Federal ma- 
chinery of justice, the redistribution 
of its functions, the simplification of 
its procedure, the provision. of addi- 
tional special tribunals, the better 
selection of juries, the more effective 
organization of our agencies of in- 
vestigation and prosecution. 

“Tt is intended to cover the entire 
question of law enforcement and or- 
ganization of justice. It will also 
naturally include. consideration of 
the method of enforcement. of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and abuses 
which have grown up, together with 
the enforcement of the laws in re- 
spect to narcotics, to immigration, 
to trade restraint and- every other 
branch of Federal government law 
enforcement. 

‘‘The whole constitutes one prob- 
fem of better and more effective or- 
ganization and enforcement. Such 
reorganization in various directions, 
gome of them affecting the civil side 
as well-as the criminal side, have 
been recommended and advocated for 
years by men of responsibility 
from the Chief Justices of the United 
States down to the local bar asso- 
ciations. 

“The first step in law enforcement 
is. adequate organization of our judi- 
cial and enforcement system.”’ 


Contemplates Few Changes. 


In replying to the questions con- 
eerning what changes were contem- 
plated in the list of appointments at 
his disposal, the President said he 
proposed ‘“‘to adhere to the principle 
of retaining as many as possible of 
these public servants who have given 
honest and zealous service,’”’ and 
added: 


“Tt is traditional for the principal 
directing heads of the government 
whose appointments are at the pleas- 
ure of the President, both at home 
and in forei service, to render 
their. resignations with the advent of 
a new President. 

“Out of several hundred such offi- 
cials, there are probably not more 
than twenty or thirty changes likely 
to be made at the present time. Some 
ef these are the result of the deter- 

ination of the incumbents that they 
ave given sufficient of their time 

to public service and wish to take 
this cccasion to retire to private fife.

He said he had been requested 
by a friend to join the associa- 
tion and ‘‘we all do some things 
for friendship.’’ ‘He added. that 
when he became a member of the 
organization the prohibition sit- 
uation was ‘‘intolerable’’ and that 
he thought lawless conditions ‘still 
existed. :

Geneva Circles Feel if Nations 
Adopt: Plan Then It Will 
Strengthen Kellogg Pact.

GENEVA, March 8.—The League 
of Nations Council took a step at this 
morning’s session that is hailed’ as 
an-important move toward putting 
teeth both in the League Covenant’s 
provisions against aggression and, by 
implication, in the Paris peace pact. 

Confronted by details of a draft of 
the convention drawn up finally by 
its Finance Committee after several 
years’ labors and providing ‘ma- 
chinery for the League to guarantee 
immediate financial assistance in the 
form of a loan ‘up to $40,000,000 to 
States which are victims of aggres- 
sion, the Council decided.to urge all 
League members so to instruct their 
delegates to the September Assembly 
that they could then seriously dis- 
cuss the proposition. 

Judged from the Council debate, in 
which there participated the repre- 
sentatives of Finland, the’ country 
which originally brought the ques- 
tion before the Council; Poland 
France, Britain and Cuba, before 
the foregoing decision is taken there 
is an excellent chance of the Septem- 
ber Assembly not only discussing, 
but taking action on the convention. 

Relation to Kellogg Pact. 

Aristide Briand, French ‘Foreign 
Minister,* backed by Great. Britain 
and, Poland, pointed out; in stressing 
the extreme importance of the con- 
vention for peace, that it should also 
be submitted to non-League members 
for, their observations. The ‘United 
States undoubtedly will be asked to 
adhere to the convention in its final 
form. 

The Kellogg pact -was not men- 
tioned in the debate, but since ag- 
gression against any State would be 
presumably .a violation of the pact 
convention, it would manifestly serve 
through the League machinery to 
strengthen the anti-war treaty. But 
where the Capper and Porter resolu- 
tions aim to ‘back up the«pact in a 
negative manner by cutting off the 
violator from financial and economic 
aid, the League convention. proceeds 
to provide positive and immediate

PARIS, March 8.—In two, sessions 
today the Committee of Experts un- 
der the chairmanship of Owen D. 
Young discussed at length plans for 
setting up an international bank to 
take. over most of. the.functions of 
the Dawes transfer organization and 
the Reparations Commission in the 
handling of Germany’s debt to the 
Allies. Reports of dissension in the 
committee were denied this evening. 

The first function of this bank 
would be one of trusteeship, and it 
was that aspect which got the fullest 
consideration today. The whole of 
Sir Josiah Stamp’s subcommittee’s 
report on procedure and the neces- 
sity for the creation of conditional 
payments according to Germany’s 
capacity for transfer, and the report 
of Lord Revelstoke’s group on the 
possible mobilization of part of the 
debt led up to the idea that a bank 
such as that suggested was. neces- 
sary.

Other 
powers and. functions of the bank 
will, have to be discussed before the 
bank will be written Into the ex- 
perts’ ‘plan. There: will be other 
meetings on Monday and Tuesday 
for the discussion of these other 
functions. 


German Delegates Agree. 


Some objection has been raised to 
the idea of the bank in the German 
nationalist press, which fears that 
big finance is likely to prove even 
more troublesome than the Allies. 
The. German delegates here, how- 
ever, are with the British, and the 
British are fully convinced of the 
necessity for such an organization. 
What it would grow into and what 
new developments it might taken are 
matters for the future. All that the 
experts are concerned with are the 
proposed bank’s’ powers of trustee- 
ship and the good effect it would 
have on centralizing all payments. 

During the past few days the dele- 
gates of those Germans whose prop- 
erty was sequestered: by. the various 
allied countries during the war. have 
been waiting here patiently to try, to 
ventilate their grievances before the 
German section of the committee 
and if possible to present. their 
wishes to the other members. 

They represent those Germans who 
were resident in allied countries at 
the outbreak of the war and whose 
property has never been returned be- 
cause of the failure in operation of 
the charging clauses of. Articles 296 
and 297 of the Treaty of Versailles. 
These clauses deh the Allies power 
to retain and liquidate enemy prop- 
erty and to deduct the amount from 
the reparations total. The former 
owners only had power'of recovery

A new. Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, ris- 


rooms, will be started this Fall at 
Park Avenue and Fiftieth Street. 
This announcement was made yes- 
terday by Lucius M. Boomer, presi- 
dent of the Waldorf-Astoria Com- 
pany, through his representatives. 

The announcement is a fulfillment 
of an implied promise contained in 
the official announcement of the sale 
of the famous old Waldorf-Astoria 
last December when Mr. Boomer 
‘said: 

We retain all rights to the name 
of Waldorf-Astoria Hotel for future 
use.” 

The announcement sets at rest the 
speculation. as to what is to hap- 
pen when the famous hostelry on 
Fifth Avenue at Thirty-fourth Street 
falls into the hands of the wreckers 
on May 1 to make’way for a modern 
skyscraper office building. 

There will be a break in point of 
time. between. the.closing. of -the old 
Waldorf-Astoria and the opening of 
the new one in a location which 
would ‘have» been considered” hope- 
lessly uptown at the time the present 
hotel was built. 

Few Details Announced. 


Few details have been forthcoming 
about the proposed building. How- 
ever, it will occupy a choice site in a 
neighborhood already celebrated for 
fashionable hotels. The new building 
will cover the block bounded by 
Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Streets and 
Lexington and Park Avenues, front- 
ing on the latter. 

Across the street is the Park Lane, 
a block below is Sherry’s, a block 
above is St. Bartholomew’s Church, 
and above that the Ambassador 
Hotel. 

The plot on which the hotel will 
be built is owned by the New York 
Central Railroad. Today it is occu- 
pied by the railroad’s power house, 
the railroad Y. M. C. A., and an ex- 
press office. Underneath are the 
tracks leading to the Grand Central 
Terminal. 

A $40,000,000 Outlay. 

The ground will be held under a 
long-term lease. Mr. Bomer esti- 
mates that the new hotel; when 
opened to the public, wil represent 
an outlay of. more than $40,000,000. 
This ;figure includes. ground rental, 
cost of construction and furnishings. 
Mr. Boomer will be president of an 
operating..company -which - will be 
formed. 

Schultze & Weaver, architects, of 
18 East Forty-eighth Street, are 
now, at work on plans for the new 
building. They hope to incorporate 
in the future Waldorf Astoria all of 
the outstanding features of the old 
which helped’ to make it famous. 
The Grand Ballroom will be larger 
than the old one. 


To Be Ready in 1931. 


According to the present schedule 
the structure will be ready for occu- 
pancy in the early Fall of 1931. Con- 
struction will be by the Thompson- 
Starrett: Company, Inc. Financing 
will be handled by a banking syndi- 
cate composed of Hallgarten & Co.

No announcement was made of the 
plans for a new hotel until all de- 
tails had been worked out.

State Superintendent of Banks 
Frank H. Warder stated last night 
that the efforts he has been mak- 
ing towards the reorganization of 
the affairs of the City Trust Com- 
pany have resulted in the adoption 
of a plan for the organization of a 
new bank with $1,000,000 capital 
and $4,000,000 surplus and reserves, 
making a total of $5,000,000 to be 
paid in cash. Subscriptions for this 
$5,000,000 are in hand and come as 
a result of the wholesome coopera- 
tion of a large group of bankers 
and financiers.. Under this plan it 
is proposed that. the depositors of 
the City Trust Company shall be 
paid in full as promptly as the new 
bank can be organized and the 
necessary legal formalities com- 
plied with. 

The proposal involves the new 
bank taking over all the assets of 
the City Trust Company, subject to 
their assuming the liabilities in full 
to the depositors. This plan has 
been reviewed and approved by 
Louis Goldstein as the representa- 
tive of the depositors’ committee.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Gbinci- 
dent with the receipt of official news 
that the Mexican revolution was col- 
lapsing in the State of Vera: Cruz, 
the United States Government took 
steps today which will give the Fed- 
eral authorities of Mexico a great ad- 
vantage in dealing with the revolu- 
tionary movement. In addition to 
the course of the Secretary of State 
in issuing licenses for the shipment 
of. arms to the Mexican Government, 
it: was decided to grant an applica- 
tion of that government to purchase 
surplus war supplies from the United 
States Government. 

The State Department also re- 
placed commercial airplanes on the 
list of articles for which licenses. will 
be required for shipment from. this 
country into Mexico, and such li- 
censes will be issued to the Mexican 
Government, but not to any private 
person or concerns. This will pre- 
vent the revolutionists from obtain- 


ing airplanes from the United States. 
Steps of a smilar character taken 
cr the United States Government in 
24 contributed largely to the col- 
lapse of the Adolfo de la Huerta in- 
surrection in Mexico. 


Arranging to Buy Planes. 


Now, as at that time, the rebel

CHILD KILLED, SECOND SHOT 


Clerks Continue Work as Bullets 
Crash Windows—Most of the 
City Takes Holiday. 


By The Associated Press. 

EL PASO, Texas, March 8.—Thou- 
sands of E] Pasoans clustered under 
& warm sun on the surrounding 
mountains of the Pass City today 
and viewed the: battle between. rebel 
and Federal Mexican troops in the 
city of Jaurez. 

Hundreds saw the fight from lofty 
seats on tops of office buildings and 
others had places closer to the ‘‘ring- 
side,’’ but only two persons were 
struck by stray bullets which found 
their way north of the Rio Grande. 
A wound received by Lydia Roberta, 
2 years old, who was shot in the leg 
while she played in her front yard, 
proved fatal to the child. Louis 
Chavez, 6 years old, was struck in 
the leg by a large Mauser bullet, and 
is in a hospital, where his condition 
is serious, 

While it is no particular novelty to 
El Pasoans to witness rebel demon- 
strations across the Rio Grande, the 
spectacle today attracted a great at- 
tendance. El Paso business practi- 
cally was at a standstill as clerks 
deserted counters for points of van- 
tage on the higher buildings. 


Scenes Like Ten Years Ago. 


Those who witnessed other battles 
in Jaurez from El Paso said the war- 
fare seen today compares with the 
Pancho Villa battle of about ten 
years ago. Manoeuvring on’ the 
streets today could easily be followed 
with field glasses. 

For a time it was a piectirious 
thing for an El Pasoan to be on the 
streets, Bullets crashed into . build- 
ings several times, but there was a 
very decided tendency on the part of 
spectators to risk being shot rather 
than miss seeing what was going on,

corded. Two clerks barely. escaped 
death when a bullet crashed through 
a huge plate glass window, lodging 
near their counter. The two girls, 
Elizabeth Kaler and Lillian Watkins, 
calmly continued their work, refus- 
ing to desert their posts.

Rebels Use Machine Gun Barrage. 


JUAREZ, Chihuahua, March 8 
),—Rebels against the Mexican 
Government carried their battle cry 
to the Rio Grande today with fierce 
fighting through the streets of this 
battle-scarred border. city and to- 
night were in complete possession of 
the prized railroad centre. 

Descending on the city 
machine gun barrage, the rebels, 
2,000 strong, fought back the re- 
sistance of some Federal soldiers, 
captured in quick succession the 
seven places of fortification they had 
set up, and forced a truce a few 
hours afterward, with the Federals 
in full retreat on the banks of the 
Rio Grande. 

American artillery lined the Ameri- 
can banks-of the river that borders 
Mexico and Texas, presenting 4 
steady reminder to the fighting 
forces that no menace to American 
life and property would be counte- 
nanced. 

Two American casualties, however, 
were reported. Lydia Roberta, 2 
years old, whose parents are Ameri- 
can citizens, was fatally shot by a 
stray bullet from the embattled city. 
Another American, Teddy Barnes. 
was found dead by soldiers who set 
out to rehabilitate Juarez after the 
battle. His body lay beneath a heap 
of slain soldiers near the Rio Bravo 
Hotel, the Federal headquarters and 
chief stronghold, the scene of some 
of the fiercest fighting. Barnes was 
a bartender in Juarez. 


' Armbands Indicate Rebels. 


The battle began just after dawn 
and by noon the Federals were ready 
to quit. Rebels with red bands on 
their arms, to distinguish them from 
their former fellows in arms of the 
Mexican Army, slipped close to 


Juarez under cover of darkness to- 
day and when mists of the early 
morning were rising the battle was 
on, 

Moving upon Juarez from the east 
and west, the rebels opened fire 
simultaneously from both sides and 
at the same time a train of box cars 
loaded with rebels backed down the 
tracks of the Mexican National Rail- 
ways into the heart of the city. 
There was a lull after the first on- 
slaught as Federals withdrew from 
house tops where they had posted 


after a 


machine guns and the fight concen-| 


trated in the two main streets of the 
city, Calle Commercio and Sixteenth 
of September. 

These thoroughfares, with their 
open bars and gambling houses, pat- 
ronized by visitors from the Ameri- 
can side, were the scenes of spectac- 
ular fighting. Some dead were left 
in the streets and windows of build- 
ings were shattered by bullets. 

Federal soldiers gradually with- 
drew and by 8 A. M. their forces 
were driven to the river bank and 
into an irrigation ditch west of the 
city. There they maintained desul- 
tory fighting throughout the morn- 


ng. 

The Federal soldiers under General 
Matias Ramos sent word to the 
American side to Brig. Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley, commander at 
Fort Bliss, that the hostilities were 
over. Within a short time a truce 
was arranged between rebel and Fed- 
eral chieftains. 

The casualties of the government 
troops were estimated at thirteen 
dead and for the rebels nine dead. 
Many were wounded on each side. 


Internment Decided Upon. 


Alphonso Pesqueira, the Mexican 
Consul in El Paso, arrived with a 
message from President Portes Gil 
suggesting the Mexican troops either 
go to Sonora through the United 
States, if that could be arranged, or 


move peacefully to El Paso. The 
latter was agreed upon. General 
Moseley said he would have to in- 
tern the men. 

General Ramos asked a loan of 
American Army trucks to transport 
his men in a counter-attack on the 
rebels. This was refused. 

The government troops waited 
while General Moseley went over to 
the rebel headquarters, where he 
informed those in charge that two 
El Paso children had been wounded 
because of firing in the direction of 
the United States. 

He warned Agustin de la Veca, a 
rebel officer, against such hazards 
in the future. eanwhile the Amer- 
ican artillery remained in place at 
the American pags oe 

‘The desperate tig ting was in plain 
view of United States troops sta- 
tioned across the Rio Grande, ready 
to protect American lives and prop- 
erty. 

General Miguel Valles, the rebel 
commander, told the newspaper Con- 
tinental that he carried $200,000 in 
gold to pay for any damages done 
to private property during the battle. 
He added, ‘“‘everybody’s property 
will be protected.’’ 

After forty-eight hours of incar- 
ceration in the city jail, Mayor 
Augustin Gallo of Juarez, accused as 
a rebel, was released at 7:30 A. M.

Juarez Named for Church’s Foe. 


Juarez is named for Benito Juarez, 
@ president of Mexico and hero of 
the period of the eror Maxi- 
milian, who put into the Mexican 
constitution in 1859, primarily to 
separate church and state and to 
raise revenue, the present. Mexican 
church land laws which were 
reincorporated in the Constitution of 
1917 and have been upheld by the 
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Calles and Portes Gil governments. 
The captors of the city have pro- 
claimed the suspension of the Calles 
regulations in support of the Juarez 
church laws. 

When Maximilian became Emperor 
Juarez fled north and made his camp 
at or near the site of the present 
Juarez. When, at the conclusion of 
the United States Civil War, the 
French troops withdrew at the strong 
suggestion of the American Govern- 
ment, Juarez left his northern re- 
treat and rapidly advanced on the 
capital, finally capturing Maximilian 
at Queretaro, to which the Emperor 
had fled.

NOGALES, Ariz., March 8 ().—

proposed to attack the Mexican Fed- 
eral forces encamped at San Luis, 
Sonora, twenty-three miles south of 
Yuma, Ariz.

Plane Frightens Nogales. 


Nogales, Sonora, northern head- 
quarters of the revolution, was 
thrown into excitement today when 


a Mexican military plane droned 
overhead. Instead of bombs, how- 
ever, the plane dropped thousands of 
handbills, signed by General Rodri- 
guez, loyal to the central govern- 
ment, urging the revolters at Nogales 
to return to the national colors.

REPORTERS PHONE NEWS 
OF BATTLE FROM SCENE 


Group in House Sees Rebel Charge 
in Juarez—Sameness of 
Uniforms Confusing.

JUAREZ, Mexico, March 8 @.— 
El Paso newspaper reporters snug- 
led to the floor at the home of 

arry Mitchel, Juarez café proprie- 
tor today while bullets whizzed into 
the walls and on all. sides of the 
house as rebels and Federal soldiers 
met in combat in the Battle of 
Juarez. 

At times the opposing soldiers 
fought hand to hand directly in front 
of the house. 

Bullets crashed through the win- 
dows and others buried themseives 
in the pavement of the street, send- 
ing up little puffs of cement dust. 

Crawling on their hands and knees, 
sometimes rolling from place to 
place, the reporters and members of 
the Mitchell family spent their time 
between peeping hurriedly out of 
windows and running into the base- 
ment when the fire grew more in- 
tense. Reporters who communicated 
with their ap ye telephoned from a 
position flat on the floor. 

Close fighting occurred when a 
group of about fifteen cavalrymen 
charged toward Lerdo Street on the 
west from Ochoa Street. The Mit- 
chell home stands on Lerdo, directly 
in the face of Ochoa Street. .Infan- 
trymen hiding behind posts waited 
until the horsemen approached with- 
in seventy-five yards of the house 
before they opened fire. Several 
hundred shots must have been fired 
in this encounter, but as far as 
watchers could see, a horse was the 
only casualty. 


Telephone Girls at Posts. 


All of the newspaper men who were 
able to get early reports to their 


papers highly praised the telephone 
operators, who remained bravely on 
duty at their posts in the telephone 
exchange until communication was 
cut off, There was considerable 
fighting just outside the telephone 
exchange before the wires were cut. 
To the watchers in the Mitchell 
home it appeared the heaviest fight- 
ing of the day occurred about 9:30 
this morning. The engagement 
seemed to centre at Sixteenth of 
September Street and Lerdo. Ma- 
chine gun fire added its steady rat-a- 
tat to what seemed to be the popping 
of hundreds of pistols and rifles as 
the rebels charged west on the main 
street toward the Rio Bravo Hotei, 
Federal headquarters. Horsemen and 
infantry charged across the street in 
full view of spectators in the Mitchell 
ome. 
Suddenly several foot soldiers came 
north on Lerdo Street and stopped 
directly. in. front of the Mitchel) 
home. They moved on down the 
street into the midst of intermittent 
fighting. A group of Federal cavalry 
chargea up to the soldiers in the 
street with pistols and rifles leveled 
at them. 

_“Who-are you for?’’ yelled an of- 
ficer. 

“For the government,’’ came the 


answer. 

‘Well, that’s all right,’’ the cavalry 
leader replied. 

For a moment it seemed the two 
groups were on the same side. Then, 
without warning, both sides opened 
fire simultaneously. 


Observers Reminded of Chicago. 
Inside the Mitchell home reporters 


took chances with stray bullets and’ 
others crawled to safer positions be | 


hind the walls. Members of the 
Mitchell family joked with them. 


“Sounds just like Chicago,’ some | 


one observed casually, and a gale of 
laughter drowned out, momentarily, 
the sound of firing. 

About this time foot soldiers were 
blazing away within twenty-five feet 
of the house. One soldier, who ap- 
peared to be a Federal, spotted him- 
self on the curbing in front of the 
house and calmly lit a cigarette 
while bullets whizzed past him. 

The antics of that lone warrior 
amused the watchers from the 
Mitchell home. He would duck, 
take a puff at his cigarette and then 
with a loud yell would throw his gun 
to his shoulder, take aim and blaze 
away. He repeated the performance 


} 
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several times and then calmly saun- 
— away, still puffing the cigar- 
ette. 

Several men, who appeared to be 
officers, drove slowly past the house 
in an automobile, firing casually as 
they proceeded. From a rear win- 
dow the spectators saw two soldiers 
ons from the Rio Bravo Hotel. 
Both remained there until the battle 
was nearly over. 

About a block down the street 
from the Mitchell residence infan- 
try rebels and Federals met in hand- 
to-hand conflict. One rebel on 
horseback and carrying a machine 
gun swooped down in the midst of 
the Federals and opened a rat-tat- 
tat with his gun. The Federals 
scattered. One man fell in the fight, 
but was picked up by his comrades 
and carried away. 

The observers watched a group of 
rebels capture some Federal snipers 
in a house a block from their posi- 
tion. The capture came about after 
the insurgents. had searched several 
other dwellings. The _ spectators 
watched carefully, expecting to wit- 
ness an execution, but instead the 
prisoners walked calmly away with 
the rebels marching behind them. 

A little later firing broke out afresh 
at the Rio Bravo Hotel. On all sides 
came the tinkle of glass shattered by 
bullets. 

“Come out of there, you dirty, dou- 
ble-crossing diablos,’’ a soldier yelled 
from a sidewalk in front of the 
Mitchell home as the, fighting was 
at its height in the centre of the 
town. No one answered.. 

A moment later five shots rang out 
and reporters peeped out of a window 
in time to see the lone challenger 
fleeing up the street with bullets 
kicking up little puffs of dust at his 
i 4 heels. 

The most exasperating part of the 
whole battle was the fact that the 
reporters could not distinguish rebels 
from Federals. One could not tell 
who was winning. 

On more than one occasion the non- 
combatants huddled in the Mitchell 
home thought the battle was over 
when lulls in the firing came. More 
than once they sallied forth into the 
street, only to plunge pell-mell for 
safety as firing broke out anew. 


Telephone Service Breaks. 


At 10 A. M. telephone communica- 
tion went out. Then, about a half 
hour later, when firing had ceased, 


curious residents of the neighbor- 
hood began poking their heads out of 
doors and windows. Cautiously, resi- 
dents began to aed on the streets. 
The reporters followed suit, 

The newspaper men felt more 
secure when no more shots were 
heard and they walked toward the 
main part of the town. There the 
city was still in a panic.

Along came Albino Frias, former 
chief of police of Juarez, now turned 
rebel. He came in company with a 
detachment of Federals, evidently 
prisoners. 

Frias was in high good humor as 
he bantered with the rebel generals 
and took a drink out of a bottle of- 
fered him by the rebel General de la 
Vega, who sat on a horse. re- 
porter hustled up to Frias and asked 
for a statement. 

“Aw, get away from here; we're 
too busy,’’ said the former chief of 
police, taking another drink. 

In spite of orders to refrain from 
looting which the rebel generals said 
their men had received, liquor was 
flowing freely among the victorious 
revolutionary troops gathered at the 
Rio Bravo headquarters. Bottles of 
tequila were being passed from man 
to man. Some of the leaders were 
staggering, but their unsteady gait 
might have been caused by fatigue 
from the four-day march from Chi- 
huahua City to Juarez. 


WITNESS DESCRIBES

Reporter Tells of Machine Gans’

One of the trainmen was killed, but 
General Limon was uninjured. 

All morning the Federal force, in- 
cluding about fifty soldiers and citi- 
zen volunteers and Fifth Cavalry 
men, held the line along the river. 
There were frequent outbursts of 
rifle and machine-gun fire inter- 
spersed with bugle calls. 

On the international bridge and at 
the ends of El Paso streets meetin 
the Rio Grande, large crowds brav 
chance bullets to witness the show. 
The occasional whine of a bullet sent 
scores scurrying behind buildings for 
shelter. 

After the tide of battle ebbed 
crowds of Mexicans thronged the 
streets of Juarez. Rebel officers

The size of the army at Irapuato is 
not stated, but it has been reported 
unofficially that with the others who 
will join, it will number about 18,000. 
Neither is it known whether General 
Urbalejo, plans to make a stand at 
Canitas or to retreat to Torreon and 
join General Escobar. The  Com- 
muniguté says that even if the latter 
happens it is not expected that the 
rebels will defend Torreon, but it is 
considered more likely that they will 
retire toward Chihuahua in an ef- 
fort to join the rebels of Governor 
Marcelo Caraveo of Chihuahua. 

It. was in Guanajuato, at Celaya, a 
place close to arepyey®. where Obre- 
gon and Villa clashed in the decisive 
major battle of the Villa revolt in 
1915. At that time Villa, with 26,000 
men, was goaded by Obregon into a 
rash succession of cavalry charges 
against barb wire, behind which the 
Obregonist forces, numbering only 
11,000 troops, were entrenched. 


Irapuato Central Point. 


The choice of Irapuato for a con- 
centration point for Federal troops 
is a logical one. On the high Cen- 


tral Mesa, or tableland, which runs 
north ‘from Mexico City to the bor- 
der, the town is still in close com- 
munication with the capital, whose 
approach from the north as well as 
from the west it controls. 

Insurr.-tionist armies, moving 
through the western coast States, 
must swing eastward in this vicinity 
to approach the capital. 

Irapuato commands the approach 
from directly north, being on the 
railroad line through the center of 
the Republic from Juarez on the 
border, through Torreon, Zacatecas, 
and Aquas entes. 

General’ Manzo’s forces, with Ro- 
berto Cruz’s 8,000 in contact, are 
taking the long rounding sweep from 
the west and north. Opposition, it 
is presumed, should keep them mov- 
ing slowly, or halt them entirely un- 
til an issue can be forced in the 
neighborhood of Torreon. With a 
victory at Torreon for the Federals, 
forces in use there could quickly re- 
tire to aid the defenders of the capi- 
tal near Irapuato, or could be valu- 
able in flank attacks upon the Manzo 
columns, perhaps circling them or 
forcing them back. 

Should General Almazan and his 
troops nearing Torreon suffer de- 
feat there at the hands of the rebels, 
there would still be a possi- 
bility of fending off the southward 
moving attack, either at Irapuato or 
at some other place which could be 
reached with that town as a base. 


Ramos Reports Loss of Juarez. 


General Ramos, in his- report to 
the Government on the Juarez bat- 
tle, said that despite the inferiority 
of his force of only 200 men, he was 


able to save them with all of their 
supplies from the enemy and even 
to take eighteen prisoners, including 
three officers. e begged the Gov- 
ernment ‘‘sa as to not offend my 
own dignity as a soldier and a-man”’ 
to allow him to mount his troops and 
march them across Mexican terri- 
tory to the nearest point where he 
could joint other Federals. This, he 
said, he preferred to taking them 
over erican territory, as that 
would be a humiliation to him.

Calls Situation to North Favorable. 


‘In the northern part of Mexico 
after the surprise attack against the 
city of Monterey by former General 
Escobar, which he found unguarded, 
the situation of the government could 
not be more favorable,.as the mili- 
tary column under the command of 
General Juan Almazan has recap- 
tured the city of Monterey and forced 
the rebels to evacuate the city of 
Saltillo. 

“It can be seen from these reports 
that the federal troops repairing the 
railways are advancin 
city of Torreon and -former Gen- 
eral Escobar will abandon that city 
as he abandoned Monterey, to avoid. 
a definite battle with the federal 
troops. His followers, or part of 
them, will undoubtedly try to se 
arate from his command and rejoin 
the government forces. 

“The military situation of Sonora 
does not present a’ threatening: as- 
pect. The rebels, in spite of their 
superiority in numbers, are advanc- 
ing toward the south with extreme 
caution, which shows they are ani- 
mated with little enthusiasm. 

“The povernassnt has been able to 
reor: ze military columns which 
will be of greater strength than the 
rebel forces. 


Rebels in Sonora “‘Divided.’’ 


“‘We have received reports from 
the State of Sonora that the rebels 
are divided into three or four fac- 
tions, which has diminished the ef- 
fectiveness of their forces. The 
government, on the contrary, is pre- 


paring a strong colunm which will 
undoubtedly triumph over the rebels 
through its military and moral su- 
periority. 

“Summing up the situation, as the 
government has the support of pub- 
lic opinion which has been manifest- 
ed in its protests against the rebel- 
lion, we can say that to date the 
situation of the government rests 
upon solid bases. 

‘*Military movements such as were 
planned by the rebels cannot suc- 
ceed except by a coup d’état, and if 
the rebels could not win a definite 
triumph within the first twenty-four 
or forty-eight-hours, reflection will 
calm the first unruly impulses and 
the sa military leaders who re- 
belled will find the way back to the 
paths of honor. 

“On the other hand, as the situa- 
tion of a rebel is always delicate, 
os cannot permit time to pass, as 
each hour of delay makes the govern- 
ment that much stronger and. weak- 
ens the rebels, who are definitely 


condemned to defeat and not Ai. 


lingering defeat but the repetition 
of the defeat suffered by former 
General Jesus M. Aguirre, who saw 
his forces pulverized without having 
presented one single battle and with- 
out being able to offer any resist- 
ance.’’ 


Vera Cruz Revolt “at Last Gasp.” 


The offices of the President issued 
the following bulletin last night:

Feat of Colonel Cervantes Hailed. 


“This feat of arms of Lieut. Col. 
Cervantes is seen to be of the great- 
est importance when it is taken into 
account that he initiated the attack 
against the military headquarters of 
Aguirre. without knowing that the 
Federal forces were so near the Port 
of Vera Cruz. This can be seen from 
his first’ mesBage sent to the Presi- 
dent of the republic through the 
Mexican Embassy in Washington, as 
direct communications with Mexico 
City were interrupted. He requested 
assistance in haste as he feared 
Aguirre might recover from his sur- 
prise and return with-the intention 
of recapturing the Port of Vera.Cruz. 

“A few hours after the request for 
assistance was received from Colonel 
Cervantes the advance guards of the 
cavalry column of Colonel Rodriguez 
were seen by him. This nie 8 in 
one day covered the distance from 
Cordoba to Vera’ Cruz, re ing the 
railways and telegraphic communica- 
tions as Aguirre retired toward the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 

‘‘The forces -which .advanced on 
Vera Cruz immediatelv after re-es- 
tablishing communications prepared 
to continue the pursuit of the rebels. 
On the other hand, they are being 
tracked in the region of the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec by Federal forces 
under the command of General Ale- 
jandro Mange, who is occupying the 
TInteroceanic Railways, which cuts 
off the retreat of Aguirre to the isth- 
mus. There have been no combats 
of any importance. 

‘The chief of the column operat- 
ing at Vera Cruz has dispatched 
forces in pursuit of Aguirre and it is 
difficult to conceive that Aguirre can 
escape from the difficult situation in 
which he finds himself. Colonel Te- 
jado, Governor of the State of Vera 
Cruz, is also in pursuit with forces 
which he stationed in Puente Na- 
cional. 


Attitude of Navy Shows Loyalty. 


"The attitude of the naval forces 
is now known publicly through.a 


telegram which Commodore Hiram 
Hernandez sent from the warship 
Anahuac. 

“His message reads: 

“The flotilla of the ‘Gulf is loyal 
to the goverhment and is now ar- 
riving at the Port of Tampico, where, 
after taking on-provisions, the ships 
will be stationed to watch the waters 
of the Gulf. to prevent the flight of 
former Géneral Aguirre, who is in a 
very difficult situation, and it is very 
}doubtful if Aguirre can escape with 
his life from his revolutionary ven- 
ture in which-he was a traitor to his 
duties as a soldier. 

“From the above reports it is easy 
to comprehend that the campaign in 
Vera Cruz has terminated, and for 
this reason the government has or- 
dered the reconcentration of one of 
the brigades which are under the or- 
ders of General Acosta and which 
today should march to the Sonora 
front, where they will immediately 
voperate against the rebel troops of 
former General Topete, Manzo and 
Cruz. 

“General Amarillas, chief of the 
Nineteenth .and .Thirty-sixth Head- 
‘quarters of military operations, tele- 
graphed in the following terms: 

***T am honored to communicate to 
you that the flotilla of the Gulf, 
commanded by the chief of the Na- 
val Department, Commodore Hiram 
Fernandez, composed of the national 
warships Anahuac, Commander Ra- 
fael Izaguirre, with 15 officers and 
160 troops;. the Bravo, Commander 
Arturo Lampan Cuellar, with 10 offi- 
cers and 90 troops; the Covaru- 
bias, Commander Luis Esperon, with 
4 officers ‘and 400 troops, all are un- 
der the direct orders of Commander 
Arturo Lampan.

The League Coun- 
cil, which, as a legal entity, was hith- 
erto Officially unaware of any change 
in the American attitude since 1926; 
held a secret meeting this morning 


at which it took note of Secretary 
Kellogg’s move, proceeded to discuss 
the Root proposal on this basis and 
took a decision that amounts to re- 
ferring Mr. Root’s draft of the text 
to the committee of jurists of which 
he is a member and which meets on 
Monday to revise the court statute. 

This decision will be officiall 

taken at tomorrow’s public Council 
session with Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
British For gn Secretary, who took 
the initiative in today’s action, bring- 
ing up the matter then. The impor- 
tance of the decision has not been 
minimized here, for it enlarges the 
work of the jurists far beyond the 
rogram. originally planned, and al- 
ows them to report their formula 
on the Fifth Reservation to the June 
session of the Council. Since the 
Council is already charged with 
reaching an understanding on this 
point with Washington, it can then 
act itself, or, if need be, can call 
a conference of court members to 
accept the formula. 


Hopeful for Entry by September. 

The aim of the action started to- 
day, it is understood, is to be able 
to proclaim, when -the Assembly 
meets. in September; that America 
has adhered to the World Court, and 
it is predicted—very confidently in 
some quarters—that this result will 
be attained. 

The secret. meeting that afforded 
the Council members their first oc- 
casion to exchange views. on the Root 
proposal, revealed a notable general 


desire to do everything possible to 
facilitate American adherence to the 


Court, tempered by a certain amount 


of criticism “of the project in its 
present form, and a hesitation, ex- 
pressed: notably by’ Venezuela, but. 
shared by others, not to go too fast 
and establish precedents that may 
possibly be dangerous for the League. 

Mr. Root conferred this afternoon 
with the Cuban, Chilean and Ven- 
ezuelan members of the Council ir 
the office of Sefior Buero, former 
Uruguayan Foreign Minister, who is 
the chief of the Secretariat’s legal 
section. It is understood that the 
Cuban delegate, Sehmor Aguerro, ac- 
cepted his project. Sefior Valdes of 
Chile said he must refer it to his 
government for’ instructions and 


Sefior Zumeta of Venezuela, though 


amicably disposed, expressed reser- 
vations which concerned the Monroe 
Doctrine chiefly. 


Root Is Well Satisfied. 

Mr. Root, there is reason to be- 
lieve, is quite satisfied with the day’s 
developments. M. Aristide Briand, 
French Foreign Minister, instructed 
M. Fromageot, who is the French 


member of the Jurists’ Committee 
tonight, to go as far as possible in 
arranging a formula satisfactory to 
the United States, the policy of 
France being to facilitate American 
adherence to the Court as being 
most compatible with the interests 
of the League.

DATE FOR SINCLAIR APPEAL. 


Supreme Court on April 22 Will 
Pass On Jury Shadowing Case. 


WASHINGTON, March 8 (#).—The 
Supreme Court today advanced for 
hearing on April 22 the appeal. of 
Harry: F. Sinclair, Henry~M. Day, 
William J. Burns, and the latter’s 
son, W. Sherman Burns, convicted 
here of contempt of court in connec- 
tion with jury shadowing. 

In granting the motion of Owen 
Roberts, special counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, to advance the case, the 
Court alsc consented to pass on the 
whole controversy on. its merits, in- 
stead. of merely answering certain 
questions asked by the District Court 
of Appeals for its guidance. .

When’ speculation in stocks had 
lately reached a pitch of exceptional 
violence,-and the money market ap- 
peared to be raising danger signals, 
it was often asked why financiers of 
light and-leading did. not speak out 
and say frankly what was happening 
and what its consequences were 
likely to be.. The absence of such 
declarations, with the mild circum- 
locutions on the question even in 
last October’s bankers’ convention, 
were largely responsible for the 
speculative market’s attitude to- 
ward the Federal Reserve. If the 
Reserye Board’s warnings actually 
reflected the belief of the great body 
of serious and enlightened men of 
affairs, why did not those men come 
into the open and lend their personal 
support to the Reserve Board’s 
contentions ? 

Under such circumstances, the 
plain talk of Mr. PAUL M. WARBURG 
to the shareholders of the Interna- 
tional Acceptance Bank comes like a 
breath of fresh air. He is among our 
highest practical authorities on 
finance. His judgment is cool and 
his financial experience wide; he was 
one of the high officials‘ who steered 
the Federal Reserve through the 
perilous waters of war-time finance. 
Probably he was as reluctant as any 
company manager could have been 
to ,utter public warnings which 
might indirectly make more diffi- 
cult the path of enterprises with 
which he is himself identified. But 
he speaks with candor and courage. 

In the present phenomena of spec- 
ulation Mr. WARBURG finds disquiet- 
ing reminders of 1919 and 1920.

Governor ROOSEVELT held to his 
promise that his radio talk on tax- 
ation would not be a “fighting 
speech.”

A comprehensive set of authorita- 
tive abstracts of articles in the field 
of the social sciences is now avail-: 
able month by month for a very 
modest sum to those who wish to 
keep in touch with what is coming 
into print around the world in varied 
languages on any subject within the 
range of these sciences. The magni- 
tude of the undertaking is suggested 
by the number. of journals that must 
be examined in order to find the 
material for abstracting. Already 
2,600 or more have been listed: 361 
in‘human geography, 77 in cultural 
anthropology, 600 in history, 700 in 
economics, 637 in political science 
and 332 in sociology. They are pub- 
lished in twenty-three different lan- 
guages—Arabic, Bulgarian, Chinese, 
Czech, Danish, Dutch, English, Fin- 
nish, French, German, Greek, He- 
brew, Italian, Japanese, Yugoslav, 
Magyar, Norwegian, Polish, Portu- 
guese, Rumanian, Russian, Spanish 
and Swedish—and the end is not yet, 
for still other journals will provide 
several thousand more titles. But 
all the abstracts are either written 
in English or translated into English. 
Thus a great wealth of material will 
be made accessible in brief to schol- 
ars, and much of it even to the lay- 
man interested in one or more of 
the subjects. 

The specific topics under the gen- 
eral heads include labor and wages, 
economic cycles, cost and standard 
of living, public debts, political par- 
ties and politics, international law, 
world politics, social theory, the 
family, emigration and immigration, 
demography and population, heredity 
and selection, recreation, poverty 
and dependency, mental disease, 
social hygiene, employment, unem- 
ployment and taxation. There are 
scores of others, together covering 
the whole realm of human social 
relations. 

It is not a mere catalogue. The 
abstracts are short, but they are 
prepared. either by the authors of 
the articles or by competent schol- 
ars in their respective fields. There 
are advisory editors from the vari- 
ous countries represented and a 
group of 130 consulting editors be- 
sides the central editorial staff, which 
has offices in Fayerweather Hall in 
Columbia University. The first num- 
ber, under the name “Social Sci- 
ence Abstracts,” has just appeared. 
Though probably not by design, it 
begins with the first month of the 
new Federal administration. It may 
be said to be doing in this field of 
periodical literature what the Com- 
mittee of Intellectual Cooperation 
under the League of Nations is doing 
in a still wider field and in more 
extended studies and researches. It 
is a fine example of generous coop- 
eration on the part of the 800 schol- 
ars in these countries, who for only a 
very nominal honorarium are assist- 
ing in “integrating” the gains in 
the related subjects which directly 
concern all mankind.

What. may. safely be concluded 
from this historic struggle for the 
control of a great corporation is that 
at‘’any rate the larger stockholders 
and the more powerful interests in- 
volved are more sensitive today than 
ever before to anything which ap- 
pears to bring.a reproach upon the 
methods of big business. That was 
distinctly the offense committed by 
Colonel STEWART. To go over it 
again is needless. The fact is well 
established in the public mind that 
he had concealed evidence from a 
Senate committee which, if he had 
frankly given it, would have led to 
the earlier exposure of a highly dis- 
creditable transaction, and would 
have facilitated the uncovering of 
the guilty and the doing of justice 
to some of them. This was the sole 
basis on which the younger ROCKE- 
FELLER appealed to Colonel STEWART 
to resign from the Standard Oil 
Company, and, when the latter re- 
fused to. do so, to appeal to the 
shareholders to remove him. 

It was a deliberate act, and it has 
had a clear moral effect in the busi- 
ness world. It adds itself to those 
indications and proofs which Mr. 
OWEN YOUNG recently adduced to 
show that the conduct of large af- 
fairs has become freer of suspicion 
and of cause for scandal than the 
control of small business. What Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER has now: accomplished 
will be good not only for his own 
company and his personal repute 
but for the management and per- 
sonnel of other great concerns. Un- 
seemly public conduct by corporation 
officials has more clearly come into 
view as distinctly bad for their own 
business. 














UNIFORM TRAFFIC RULES. 


Henceforth motorists and pedes- 
trians in cities and towns outside of 
New York will have to comply with 
uniform traffic rules, some of which 
might well be adopted here in Man- 
hattan. Under the terms of an 
amendment’ to the highway traffic 
law just signed by Governor ROosE- 
VELT, traffic lights are to be stand- 
ardized: the green meaning “go,” 
the red meaning “stop” and the 
amber meaning “watch for the 
change but do not start.” Further- 
more, ‘there is to. be no turning on 
the red light. Finally, pedestrians 
may go only with the traffic, and in 
so doing. have the right of way over 
vehicles making turns into the cross 
streets. 

These last two features will arouse 
the greatest interest. Under a strict 
interpretation, pedestrians will no 
longer be permitted to cross 





A HARD ROAD TO TRAVEL. 


At the very beginning of his ef- 
forts to bring about that enforce- 
ment of the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead act to which he is 
strongly .and honestly committed, 
President HOOVER is encumbered by 
obstacles.

The Jones-Stalker act makes the

Any crime of which the punishment 
is imprisonment for more than one 
year is made a felony by Federal 
statute. So, apparently, the whole 
recent process of prosecutions under 
the Volstead act is abolished. Into 
premises where felony is going on 
the Federal agent needs no warrant 
to enter. Some lawyers are pointing 
out with inhuman satisfaction a sec- 
tion of the. Federal Criminal Code 
which makes a person who sees and 
does not disclose the actual commis- 
sion of the crime of “murder or 
other felony” liable to a maximum 
fine of $500 or imprisonment for not 
more than three years or both. 
Evidently there is overwork com- 
ing to judges—and juries, since no 
Volstead felon is going to plead 
guilty. In a Washington dispatch in 
yesterday’s Sun, Mr. DAvm LAW- 
RENCE says: 

The general expectation here is 
that one of the principal recom- 
mendations that will come out of 
a law enforcement investigation is 
the suggestion that Congress ap- 
propriate a few millions annually 
to improve the Federal court ma- 
chinery. Not only are the Federal 
judges considered underpaid, but 
there have not been enough of 
them to take care of the docket of 
cases ever since the Volstead law 
‘was passed. 

Piling congestion on congestion, 
the new law makes necessary a big 
batch of new judges; perhaps the 
creation of special tribunals. If all 
hopes are realized, an expensive 
method of trying one class of felons 
is indicated. This is good, but why 
does Congress make two bites of 
the cherry? Why doesn’t it appro- 
priate the $300,000,000 a year indis- 
pensable, according to prohibition 
authorities, for real, sturdy, smash- 
ing enforcement?

bezzling $100,000, but that Richard 
Smith has gone to jail for ten years 
for stealing a loaf of bread. When 
those juxtaposed items are read by 
the layman he talks contemptuously 
of the law, lawyers and judges and 
feels that there is little justice in the 
world. Such comment will follow the 
news that @ youth in Philadelphia 
was sentenced for from ten to 
twenty years for a hold-up in which 
he collected actually 91 cents. More 
sympathy is indicated from the 
youth’s plea that his wife was 
starving. 

This Philadelphia robber carried a 
revolver, and it is the weapon and 
not the 91 cents which bulks in the 
eyes of the law. In crimes involv- 
ing the taking of the effects of one 
person by another the statutes make 
a strong distinction between crimes 
of violence and crimes of fraud and 
deception. The result is that some- 
times a cold-blooded. criminal who 
steals great sums from helpless and 
trusting clients receives far lighter 
punishment than the hold-up man 
who takes but a few dollars. But 
life and personal security are valued 
so highly by the law that it is the 
threat or action against a citizen’s 
person that calls for the condign 
punishments. To equalize such mat- 
ters the pardon power was estab- 
lished. 

To lawyers this is all plain. To lay- 
men it seems all the other way. Yet 
they are quick to say, when'a rich 
man is in court, that property means 
more than life in the eyes of the 
law. These are some of the reasons 
why lawyers feel that their stern 
mistress is not understood or ap- 
preciated.

A Bronx Airport Site. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
To my knowledge, Jerome Park Reservoir 
has never been considered as a possible site 
for an aviation field, 
An aviation field at that point would have 
many advantages. The elevation is prob- 
ably 250 feet above sea level and the sur- 
rounding territory is devoid of smoke-pro- 
ducing factories. That would insure. visi- 
bility greater than that possible at Newark, 
N. J., Governors Island, New York City, or 
Marine Park, Brooklyn, 
The availability of the ‘‘field,’’ if located 
at the reservoir, would be ideal. A twenty- 
minute run on the New York Central to Van 
Cortlandt Park station and a two-minute 
bus ride would take one to the field. The

hour’s time in the handling of mail.

Speaker at Jersey Library Meet- 
ing Says Fickle Pablic Taste 


Makes Works Impermanent.

8.—Leather book bindings are be- 
coming less popular every year, ac- 
cording to Joseph Savidge, Phila-

A majority. of books today: do not 
have sufficient permanent value to 
warrant a leather binding.’ 

Technical books. are becoming im- 
practicable because of the rapidity 
with which they are made obsolete 
by new discoveries and inventions 
and are being replaced by pamphlets 
which can be discarded more readily 
when .the are outmoded, according 
to Miss M. L. Gates of the Newark 
Library. 

Miss Marion Travis of the Newark 
Library reported a vast increase in 
the’ poularity of books in the last 
twenty years, explaining that the 
increased number of book reviews 
in newspapers and other periodicals 
had a marked effect.

COUNSEL’TO GO TO LONDON 


No “Rights” Invotved, as Offer- 
ing Will.Be Public, but Amer- 
icans Still See Discrimination. 





BROKER DEFENDS THE PLAN 





Says Purpose of New Issue Is to 
Promote Customer Ownership, — 
With Distribution in England. 





Protest \.ill] be made to the State 
Department at Washington against 
the exclusion of American investors 
from the right to participate in a 
new offering of stock by the General 
Electric Company, Ltd., a British 
corporation, of whose present cap- 
ital about one-sixth is held in the 
Announcement of the 
plans for a protest was made yester- 
day following’ the formation of a 
protective committee of American 
stockholders, of which Thomas L. 
Chadbourne was chosen chairman. 

Besides Mr. Chadbourne, the com- 
mittee will consist of Dr. H. B. 
Baruch, L. R. Reed, D. C. Dilworth 
of E. F. Hutton & Co. and Harry 
Croft. At the organization meeting 
of the committee, held in the quar- 
ters of Mr. Baruch in the office of 
the Stock Exchange firm of Hentz & 
Co., it was decided to have counsel 
represent the American stockholders 
at the general meeting of the cor- 
poration in London on March 13, 
when it is proposed to authorize the 
issuance of 1,600,000 new shares. 


To Send Protest to Corporation. 


The committee will send a protest 
to the corporation against the stipu- 
lation that the new stock will be reg- 
istered only in the names of British 
subjects. A copy of this protest will 
be sent to the State Department, the 
Secretary of the Treasury and to the 
Federal Reserve Board. Henry Wolff, 
nee partner of Mr. Chadbourne, 
Said yesterday it was not known 
definitely what the State Department 
could do in the circumstances, but 
that it was felt that the government 
should be acquainted with the situ- 
ation. The committee also resolvéd 
to take any other action that might 
be deemed advisable for the protec- 
tion of the rights of American stock- 
holders. 

The following is the text of the 
message which is being sent to H. 
Hirst, chairman of the General Elec- 
tric Company, Ltd., London: 

As a committee of holders of a 
substantial number of shares of 
your company represented “by the 
certificates issued by the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York,. we 
hereby protest. against the. pro- 

posed action to be taken at the ex- 
traordinary meeting of your cor- 
poration to be held on March 13. 

We understand approximately 40 
per cent of the outstanding stock 
of your company is represented by 
certificates issued by the Guaranty 
Trust Company. The proposed ac- 
,tion, if consummated, will deprive 
the foreign holders of these certifi- 
cates of a substantial property 
interest. The committee is cogniz- 
ant that the corporation has 
limited the voting rights to British 
holders, but strongly objects to the 
announced plan, which substantial- 
ly affects the property rights of 
foreign’ stockholders-,and we..be- 
lieve is opyeeee to British princi- 
ples of equity. 

We understand that one of the 
purposes of the proposed action is 
to provide funds to retire the out- 
standing debentures of your com- 
pany. On behalf of the American 
stockhloders, we respectfully re- 
quest that the proposed action be 
modified so that the ordinary 
shares’ of the corporation be in- 
creased by 1,600,00 and that the 
additional shares be offered -pro 
rata to all stockholders. This ac- 
tion will achieve the desired pur- 
pose, will recognize the rights of 
stockholders, and in view of the re- 
striction of the voting power will 
preserve to English citizens the 
actual operation and control of the 
company. We propose to supple- 
ment this protest by appearing at 
jos meeting. through a ‘representa- 

ive.

ceribe. Mr. Wolff said, however, that 
in that case all the stockholders were

“The situation is obviously unfair,” 
vaid Mr. Wolff. ‘‘The company.raised 
capital in the United States when it 
was needed through the sale of stock 
ynd now withholds representation 
from the American stockholders.’’

Counsel Sees Tracks Cleared, but 
Union Concern ‘Says Appeal: 
Will’ Be Taken. 





Supreme Court Justice Henry L. 
Sherman dismissed yesterday the 
taxpayers’ suit brought by Jason 
Meth, taxpayer, contesting the val- 
idity of the Equitable Coach ‘Com- 
pany’s franchise to operate’ buses ‘in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn and Queens. 
The pendency of this suit was given 
by the Equitable as one of the prin- 
cipal causes of its recent action in 
withdrawing applications before the 
Board of Estimate to amend the 
franchise so as to make possible a 
bus-trolley merger with the B. M: T. 
in Brooklyn and Queens. 

“This. clears the track very con- 
siderably,’’ Edward L. Mooney, coun- 
sel for the Equitable, said when in- 
formed of the decision. ‘It means 
that we will be able to satisfy the 
Transit Commission as to the valid- 
ity of our franchise.’’ 

Herman A. Bayern, an official of 
the Union Bus Corporation, which 
sponsored the’ Meth suit, said that 
the case would be carried to the 
Court of Appeals and that the. Ap- 
pellate Division would. be asked to 
certify it for that purpose. 


Dismisses Causes of Action. 


In granting the joint: motion of 
the city and the Equitable, Justice 
Sherman dismissed all five of the 
causes of action given in the Meth 
complaint. One of them, based on 
the allegation that members of the 
Board of Estimate could not delegate 
voting powers to proxies, Justice 
Sherman said, was disposed of in a 
recent decision of the Appellate Divi- 
sion in the Tompkins Bus Company 
case. ; 

“Tt will be observed,’’ Justice Sher- 
man’s opinion said, in part, ‘‘that 
the complaint is devoig of any 
charge of, corruption or bad faith on 
the part of any of the defendants, 
and the honesty and sincerity of 
purpose of the city officials are in 
no wise assailed.’’ ' 

The suit, the opinion added, ap- 
peared to be an effort to set aside 
the franchise by indirection. - That 
result, the court said, could ‘only be 
achieved by action of the State, 
through the Attorney General, and 
not by an individual taxpayer. 

The Equitable, it was rumored 
yesterday, was preparing to ask the 
Board of Estimate to extend beyond 
April 1, the present limit, the time 
within which it must obtain a cer- 
tificate from the Transit Commis- 
sion after showing that it had both 
financial ability and a valid fran- 
chise. 

Mayor Walker has indicated that 
unless the company is willing to re- 
submit itself to the investigation by 
Controller Berry, which. it. . blocked 
by withdrawing its application for 
franchise amendment, it need not ex- 
pect any further extension. Counse! 
for the Equitable declined yesterday 
to say what course would be fol- 
lowed, but it is expected by those 
who have observed the company’s 
tactics before the Board of Estimate, 
that it will decline further investiga- 
tion elsewhere than before the Tran- 
sit Commission. : 


B.M.T. Rumor Denied 


The report persisted yesterday that 
the Equitable was endeavoring to 
reach a new agreement with the 
B.M.T., under which that company 
would finance the original bus fran- 
chise. Spokesmen for the traction 
company, however, insisted that the 
rumor was groundless and that: the 
company would renew its opposition 
to the granting of a-certificate when- 
ever the Equitable reopened the-pro- 
ceedings before the Transit Commis- 


sion.

Estimate’ Board Expected to 
Offer Plan Monday to Lift 
Jamaica-Hollis Burden. 





ASSESSORS MAKING STUDY 


Hold Power to Spread Levy Over 
Borough — Klein Predicts. a 
$5,000,000 Reduction. 





Some form of relief probably will 
be formulated by. the Board of Esti- 
mate next Monday for the Queens 
taxpayers—particularly those of the 
Jamaica-Hollis district—who have 
been burdened with the $16,309,000 
sewer assessments accumulated dur- 
ing the régime of former Borough 
President Maurice: E. Connolly and 
Jack Phillips, head of the pre- 
cast, lock-joint sewer pipe interests. 

The matter is now in the hands 
of the Board of Assessors. Just 
what form the relief is likely to take 
has not yet been determined, nor is 
it established what the amount of 
the relief will be, though it was pre- 
dicted in City Hall yesterday that 
the abatement is likely to* amount to 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000.’ 

Has Power to Extend Area. 


It is not probable that the city at 
large will be called upon to share: the 
burden. Presidents of the other bor- 
oughs : have protested vehemently 
against that course and have de- 
clared. that they would not support 
such a proposal. It was pointed out, 
however, that the board has power 
to revise the assessments, to extend 
the present area of assessed realty 
within the borough, thus lightening 
the burden upon the shoulders of the 
smaller property owners, and also to 
extend to a maximum of five years 


the periods for assessment pay- 
ments. 

The subject has been under discus- 
sion by the Board of Estimate in 
executive session for sevéral months 
and a definite plan is likely to be 
made, public next. week. 

This information was gathered in 
the City Hall after Henry H. Klein, 
an attorney who was prominent in 
exposing the Queens sewer scandal 
and ‘who is now acting for. a number 
of Queens taxpayers in the hearings 
before the Board of Assessors, had 
sent to the newspapers a statement 
in which he declared that within a 
short time that oy. would an- 
nounce a reduction of $5,000,000 in 
the assessment of. $16,309,000 levied 
against roperty owners in the 
Jamaica district for trunk sewers. 


Sees 30 Per Cent Cut. — 
“‘This,’’ Mr. Klein continued, ‘‘is 
a reduction of more than 30 per cent 
of the total assessment, which in- 


cludes overhead charges and interest | 
for two months on the sums paid to| 


contractors, aggregating several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

‘During the past several months 
the board’s computers have been 
busy refiguring the charges against 
the 70,000 pieces of property in the 
assessment area. The new compu- 
tations are being made on the basis 


of cost of construction less over- 
charge through excessive prices paid 
for lockjoint pipe to the late Jack 
Phillips. A new basis of ‘benefit’ 
has also been established. Where 


large plottage or acreage is affected’ 


in a remote area, the assessment will 
be reduced. te 

“The assessment of $16,509,000 in- 
cludes interest to Dec. 18, 1927. More 
than a year and two months have 
elapsed since that time. At 4 per 
cent the interest to date exceeds 
$700,000, which cannot be added to 
the assessment.. The reduction, of 
$5,000,000 is, therefore, increased by 
the amount of interest saved. The 
city is suing to recover $10,000,000 
from contractors, the Phillips estate 
and Connolly as a result of the 
frauds. 

“The only appeal from the decision 
of the Board of Assessors is' to the 
Board of Revision, consisting of the 
Controller, the Corporation Counsel 
and the president of the Tax Board. 
In view of the fact that the Corpora- 
tion Counsel is suing to recover $10,- 

,000, he might be willing to in- 
crease the reduction. At the last

CROWDS WATCH FIRE 
WRECK OLD CASINO 


$50,000 Damage Done to the 
Rockland at Eighth Avenue 
and 155th Street. 


THREE FIREMEN INJURED 


Triple Alarm Summons Apparatus 
From All Parts of Harlem for 
Two-Hour Fight. 


Police teserves were called last 
night to control crowds which gath- 
ered when a three-alarm fire ruined 
the auditorium of the old Manhattan 
Casino, renamed the Rockland 
Casino last year, at Eighth Avenue 
and 155th Street. The fire was seen 
shortly after 7 o’clock by employes, 
who were the only persons in the 
building. It burned for two hours. 

Policemen established fire lines 
around the block. Trolley service in 
Eighth Avenue was interrupted, but 
the elevated lines above Highth Ave- 
nue were not disturbed. Spectators 
thronged the viaduct above 155th 
Street, from which point they. could 
look directly down on the fire. 

Three firemen were injured slightly 
and were treated at the scene by Dr. 
Herzog of Harlem Hospital. They 
were John Quirke of Engine Com- 
pany 84 and Peter McCullough and 
John Parmer of Hook and Ladder 
Company 28. They were cut by glass 
when, with others, they made their 
way through a window. on the sec- 
ond story after a back draft had cut 
off their exit from the auditorium. 

The. fire was discovered in a wash- 
room on the ground floor near the 
main entrance. Two employes in an 
adjacent room noticed it first. A tele- 








phone alarm brought Battalion Chief 
Webber, who immediately turned in

_. Radio Control Predicted. 
Commissioner Whalen, who .acted 
as master of ceremonies, introduced 
Albert Goldman, ‘ Commissioner of 
Plant and Structures, as the. first 
speaker. Mr. Goldman said the néw 
system was the result of much 
thought and study and ‘said he re- 
called the time when there- were only 
five or six traffie lights’ in the ‘city 
controlled by policemen.

ASK CAUSE OF OF SOFIA BLAST. 


Little Entente . Want: .Wants the Powers 
to Question Bulgaria. 
Wireless to THz New York Times. 
SOFIA, March 8.—The explosion at 
the Sofia Military Arsenal three days 
ago, when twenty-eight’ workmen 
were killed and fourteen injured, is 
likely to have a diplomatic sequel. 
It is learned that several of the 


powers, probably including France 
and Great Britain, are contemplating 
a demarché to ask the Bulgarian 
Government to furnish details of the 
cause of the explosion. 

The States of the Little Entente, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia and Czecho- 
Slovakia, which always keep close 
watch on Bulgaria, became sus- 
picious as. soon‘as the explosion oc- 
curred, and it is from em that 
the suggestion for a demarché 
emanates. 

From the ‘start doubts have been 
entertained concerning the cause of 
the explosion.. Many people are not 
pormee: say that gunpowder and the 
other edients of the signal 
roekata . ich, according to the of- 
ficial Bulgarian statement, were the 
only articles manufactured by the 
department concerned, could possibly 
cause such a disastrous explosion. 
These doubts were strengthened by 
the immediate isolation of the 
arsenal through the refusal of troops 
to admit any one but the military to 
the scene of the disaster. 

The Little Entente, always afraid 
Bulgaria is manufacturing forbidden 
munitions, is believed to have urged 
successfully that certain great pow- 
ers inquire, as their voice is likely 
to have a greater effect upon 
Bulgaria.

bankers. There was momentary hesi- 
tation and a measurable degree of 
weakness at the market’s opening, 
but this was quickly overcome by a 
steady volume’ of buying orders, 
which appeared to cover ‘almost all 
groups. The copper shares, the com- 
| munication) issues, steels and rubber 
stocks advanced steadily but briskly 
after’ the first half Hour of trading. 

It is not at all unusual for the 
stock market to run by danger sig- 
nals. In fact, ijit-has been doing that 


‘| very thing for more than a year, but 


it is extraordinary, to say the least, 
to seé a market in which normally 
unsettling factors are construed as 
helpful ones to stocks, This is just 
what happened yesterday. It is quite 
evident that it is the speculative 
viewpoint, at least, that a raise of 
the discount rate is the “‘last shot in 
the locker’’ of the Reserve Board 
and that even though this shot is 
fired, it is not likely to do much 
market damage. The money situa- 
tion, taken altogether, is more per- 
plexing than it has been at any time 
during the last few months and it 
will be interesting to:-watch its solu- 
tion—if a solution is possible—par- 
ticularly as the time is near by for 
interior calls for credit in connection 
with the Spring crops. 

Money was moderately easier yes- 
terday and this in itself furnished a 
degree of comfort to the market. Re- 
newals were arranged at 10 per cent, 
but there was a considerable over- 
flow at this figure, with a resultant 
decline in the rate to 9 and with 
“outside money” to be had at 8 per 
cent.. The decline was rather a sur- 
prise to the financial district, in view 
of the fact that loans made yester- 
day carry over until Monday and in 
further view of the fact that 12 per 
cent was demanded for call loans of 
no later than Thursday afternoon. 

In two other directions particular 
interest. developed yesterday, one of 
them ‘the market for cotton, the 
other sterling. May cotton contracts 
advanced about $1'a bale, establish- 
ing the highest level at which future 
contracts have sold in New York 
since mid-July. Cotton is in what 
the trade is pleased to call a ‘‘statis- 
tical market’? and almost any one, 
with pad and pencil, can figure out 
a@ possible shortage: before the new 
crop gets to market, There is yet 
the weather to be taken into consid- 
eration, however, a mystery factor 
whieh may throw all present calcu- 
lations decidedly out of kilter. At 
any rate, trade buying of the staple

ON AD VALOREM BONDS 


Dealers Consider Character of 
Commanity Whose Securities 
Are Placed on Market. 


Although. municipal bonds which 
are payable from ad valorem taxes 
are rated as better investments than 
special-assessment obligations, which 
are solely a lien against the prop- 
erty benefited by the improvement, 
there has been considerable discus- 
sion in municipal bond circles during 
recent weeks regarding the relative 
values of bonds included in the first 
group. In view of the wide differ- 
ences in prices which exist among 
the various ad valorem issues, par- 


ticular pains are being taken to ac- 
quaint the investor with the nature 
of the communities whose obligations 
are being marketed as well as with 
the nature of the improvements 
themselves. 

Since a bond which is a general ob- 
ligation of a community and is pay- 
able from ad valorem taxes constie 
tutes a first lien on a promise to 

ay, the whole matter of security 

inges on the question of the promise 
to pay. For this reason bonds is- 
sued by sparsely settled communities 
where the improvements may be out 
of proportion to the value of bene-. 
fited property, are less desirable 
than the bonds of a large city or 
a small community, long-established, 
whose ratio of wealth compares fa- 
vorably with the public expenditures 
contemplated. 

Boom town and resort bond issues 
are shunned by many bankers, and 
for this reason such issues return ex- 
tremely high yields. In the case of 
a boom town,. the need for public 
improvements is out of proportion 
to the value of the property bene- 
fited, as improvements normally} m 
spread over a period of years are all 
demanded at once. The risk assumed 
by the bondholder is consequently 
great. To a lesser degree, the ob- 
ligations of a resort town include 
some element of risk. The stability 
of the resort town depends solely on 
its popularity. Once this wanes, 
property values automatically de- 
crease, and with them, the ability to 


Although the ratio between as- 
sessed valuation and net debt is 
usually a fair index to the buyer of 
municipal bonds, considerable atten- 
tion must be paid to the valuation 
item to determine whether it is pred- 
icated on logical values.

The equipment of the road consists 
in part of five locomotives, valued 
at ,000; three coaches, two ac- 
commodation cars, five milk cars, 
four flat cars and five box cars. All 
this information Mr. Rosoff had 
when he bought the property after 
the receiver had made efforts to sell 
it at a higher price. 

If John W. Davis and Charles E. 
Hughes report that the city has the 
right to dam the east branch of the 
Delaware River, the work of tap- 
ping the river as a part of the water 
supply will be undertaken at once, 
it was said. If this happens, Mr. 
Rosoff will probably be a bidder for 
a section of the work, and might be 
able to bid lower than his competi- 
tors because of his ownership of the 
means of transporting materials. 
Even if he does not get a share of 
the work he -is sure that the build- 
ing of the water works will produce 
freight in the way of materials 
needed by. contractors. 

Mr. Rosoff has said that if the city 
needs any part of the road for new 
water supply purposes, it could get 
it at its own rice. The situation as 
a whole, he said, ‘“‘looks pretty good”’ 
to him, and, if he is called upon to 
operate the whole line, including the 
nineteen ‘miles which the city. may 
take for its new. water ‘supply, ee 
would develop the country in the 
area of the road so that the’ Sarat 
yield of milk on the dairy farms 
would be greatly increased and thus 
add to the freight and the road’s in- 
come. It wags reported that he in- 
tends to spend $100,000 to improve 
the property and that this would at- 
tract new business. If he gets per- 
oineion. he will issue 50,000 shares of

It was reported that the operation 
of the road costs $144,000 a year and 
that its present income is $125,000. 

“Before very long,’’ said Mr. Ros- 
off, ‘‘the road will be earning $250,- 
000 a year.’’

The State Atterney’s office has 
named Eddie Wilson, partner in the 
gambling operations at the hotel, as 
the slayer of Walsh in a warrant 
charging first degree murder. No 
indictment was returned when the 
grand jury completed its investiga- 
tion, but the State Attorney. said he 
expected a report from the jury to- 
morrow. 

Clark added that he, with Walsh, 
Wilson, . K. L. Gaylord,. held. as a 
material witness, and a fifth man 
not yet in custody shared ownershi 
of the gamblin rg er ore seized a 
the hotel following the shooting. 


Wilson Well Known in Miami. 


Others examined .in the , investiga- 
tion ‘were Bert Griffith, said to.be 
a gambler who has operated in many 
cities, and ‘‘Nick the Greek,” an- 
other man reputed to be prominent 
nationally in the gambling fraternity. 
They were released. The latest ar- 
rest came this afternoon when a man 
giving his name as Howard Eappli 
was taken ‘in custody at Coral 
Gables. He satisfied the authorities 
he knew nothing of importance about 
the slaying. 

Wilson has been reported as seen 
several times in the Miami district 
in the last twenty-four: hours, driv- 
ing a blue automobile .with a New 
York license, and the Sheriff’s of- 
fice continued to express confidence 
he would be in custody within a few 
hours. 

Wilson has been in Miami for sev- 
eral years and hitherto has not been 
identified as a professional gambler. 
He is reported to have considerable 
investments in real estate, including 
a valuable piece of downtown prop- 
erty and a major interest in twenty 
houses in Hialeah, a suburb: He is 
well known to many.of the Sheriff's 
force and is said to have had realty 
dealings with-the county solicitor- 
elect. Recently he is said to have 
remarked to friends that he was 
‘pressed for cash.” 

At no time prior to the shooting, 
his friends insist, was he known to 
have had any connection with ‘‘rack- 
eteers’? from Northern cities. 


Wilson Reported in flight. 


MIAMI, Fla., March 8 (#).—One 
report today was that Eddie Wilson 
had been. seen in St. Petersburg to- 
day. Another was that he had driven 
his own automobile to the west 
tcoast, where it was reported he had 
left on a boat for the Bahama Is- 
lands, Cuba and Mexico. Still an- 
other report was he had been seen 
in a Miami Beach night -club_ last 
night.

‘yesterday . by telephone to Police 
Commissioner Whalen that the kill- 
ing of “Thomas (Fatty) Walsh’ at 
Coral Gables had no connection with 
the Rothstein murder. . 

Walsh,. the, detectives added, was 
shot by Eddie Wilson over the divi- 
sion of profits in a gambling game 
conducted in the suite in the hotel in 
which the shooting took place. Walsh 
had tried to bully Wilson into giving 
him more money as his share. 

Two.of the four detectives who had 
been assigned to work in Miami were 
seeking information about the four 
well-dressed gunmen who got away 
with about $60,000 in gems in the 
Mauboussin hold-up when they 
learned of the Walsh murder and 
joined the Coral Gables police in the 
investigation, Mr. Whalen said. 

They visited Clark in a hospital 
and identified him as a. midtown 
pele. formerly a partner of Mike 

ullivan in gambling ventures in the 
Bronx.

FIVE ESKIMOS TRAPPED 
SIX DAYS ON ICE FLOE 


They Gain Canadian Shore and 
Trek 30 Miles for Aid—Col- 
lapse When Help Comes. 


Genealogical Society. . 
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OTTAWA, March 8 (Canadian 
Sit AAS for six days on a 
drifting ice floe in Hudson Straits 
between Nottingham Island and 
Cape Wolstenholme, five Eskimos 
eventually overcame their plight and 
—— into’ Boucherville near 
death from hunger and exhaustion, 
according ot a radio dispatch relayed 
from the government’s station at 
Nottingham Island to officials here. 

The Eskimos set out on a se rn | 
expedition on Feb. 21 and venture 
several hundred yards out on the ice. 
Without warning they became de- 
tached from the main floe on which 
were their dog teams and food sup- 

lies, 

a For. six days the floe drifted aim- 
lessly about in the pack ice of the 
Straits. The marooned natives were 
afraid to sleep, owing to the danger 
of freezing to death, while they were 
forced. to. exist on.sealskin to over- 
come the hunger. 

Several times the floe was carried 
by the current within twenty or 
thirty-yards of land ice, but as often 
they were carried: back. into the 
Straits ‘by unfavorable currents or 
offshore winds. 

The hapless party eventually was 
carried toward pack ice about fif- 
teen or twenty miles east of Wol- 
stenholme and succeeded in reach- 
ing shore, the dispatch relates. Far 
from habitation, the. Eskimos were 
compelled to trek nearly thirty miles 
over hummock ice: until they sighted 
Boucherville on Feb. 27. The ex- 
hausted hunters. collapsed within a 
short distance of the past, but were 
speedily carricd to shelter, where 
they received treatment and food.

AID FOR RURAL COUNTIES 


_From Gasoline Tax to Relieve 
Costs of Highways. 


ALBANY, March 8.—The Republi- 
can majority in‘the Legislature has 
united on a program for tax relief 


‘designed to benefit both the rural 


and city population of the State,’’ it 
was announced today. The Republi- 
can program calls for: 


1—A two-cent gasoline tax, to be- 
come effective May 1, 1929. This 
will produce, it is said, a revenue 
in the period up to and including 
June 30, 1930, the end of the fiscal 
year, of approximately $26,000,000. 

2—Relief to the localities of the 
maintenance charge of $50 a mile 
on all improved State and county 
roads in the several counties of 
to $600,000. 
3—Relief to the counties of the 35 
per cent of the cost of construction 
of all State and county roads now 
borne by them, amounting to 
$5,400,000. 
4—Rebating to the localities 25 per 
cent of the tax collected, 
amounting to $850,000, this to be 
used for maintenance and construc- 
tion of the second system of 


roads, amounting, it is estimated, 
the State. 


Predict Balance of $13,000,000. 


Republican legislative leaders stated 
that these several items, amounting 
to $12,500,000, leave a balance from 
the gasoline tax of $13,500,000 in the 
State Treasury to be used for high- 
way purposes, which will release a 
corresponding amount previously 
raised by other forms of taxation to 
be used for the further relief of the 
various localities of the State. 

“So far as the Republican plan and 
the Governor’s plan relate to the 
levying of the gasoline tax or to high- 
way relief there is no ground for ex- 
tended argument,’’ it is stated. ‘‘The 
general principle is the same, the 
difference being simply one of meth- 
od and amount, 

“The fundamental and controver- 
sial difference is whether the direct 
State tax on real property be discon- 
tinued or whether relief should be 

anted to certain of the individual 

axpayers by a redzuction of the in- 
come tax. 

“Tt should be borne in mind that a 
tax on real estate is never levied ex- 
cept to meet a deficiency. If a gas 
tax is levied this year no such defi- 
ciency will exist and no real estate 
tax will be required except for the 
purpose of making a rebate to the 
income taxpayers. 


Plan of Realty Relief. 


“The Republican plan, as now be- 
fore the Legislature, proposes to re- 
lieve local real estate to the amount 
of $30,250,000.. This relief is general, 
and affects all property wherever 
situated. 

‘*The Governor’s plan relieves local 
real estate $5,800,000, and proposes a 
20 per cent reduction on personal 
income. This reduction in the per- 
sonal income tax does not relieve 
any locality anywhere of any of its 
tax burdens, but it does relieve the 
individual. income taxpayer. 

“Five hundred and thirty thousand 
people of the State pay income tax. 
Of this number 4,000, or three-fourths 
of 1 per cent of all income taxpayers 
in the State, will receive 53 per cent 
of the total amount of the refund 
provided by the Governor’s plan, and 
335,000 income taxpayers, or 63.2 per 
cent of the entire number, will re- 
ceive an. average refund of $1.28 
each, or a total of 3.3 per cent of the 
total refund. Further, 35,000, or 6.7 
per cent, of these taxpayers are non- 
residents and will receive approxi- 
mately. $900,000 of the total refund.’’
